Sept. 28—A tentative 
plan for the consolidation of all the 
railroads of the United States Into 19 
competing systems was announced by 
the interstate com merce commission 
today. 
The commission plan followed close­ 
ly the recommendation made by Pro­ 
fessor WH. Ripley of Harvard, expert 
economist, who studied the plun for 
the commission. 
According to the consolidations rec­ 
ommended the N orthern Pacific and 
Burlington line would become one sys­ 
tem, No. 14. 
The Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul line would be combined 
with the Great N orthern as system No. 
15. 
The Southern Pacific Rock Island 
lines and the Prairie line operating 
from St. Paul south to New Orleans 
and up to the Pacific coast to Seattle 
would become system 
No. 
17. 
Tho 
Union Pacific and N orthw estern line 
from Chicago to Portland and Seattle 
would become system No. 13. 
Consolidation W ould Reduce Rates 
Reduction in railroad rates and a 
general rehabilitation of tra n sp o rta ­ 
tion lines In the country would result 
from the consolidation of 
the 
r a il­ 
road system s tentatively proposed by 
the interstate commerce commission 
today, experts of the commission be­ 
lieve. 
A huge saving in operating exjenses 
of many roads can he made by such a 
plan, commission officials believe. 
Bankruptcy, 
w h i c h 
continually 
threatens some of the 
small 
lines, 
could he averted in this manner. 
* 
Congress realizing the importance to 
the country of consolidation made a 
provision in the Esch-Cummin.s hill for 
such action, leaving it to the disc re 
tion of the commission. 
Some high officials of the country 
are known to hold the opinion that 
only by such action can railroad rates 
he cut to the pre-w ar level within 
the next three years.

The defense today was prepared for 
the judge's decision, and he was ready 
to agree to submission of the casa or 
offer additional testimony. 
Fred Fish- 
back, motion picture director, who also 
attended Arhuckle’s labor day party, 
was to he culled. 
Another doctor was 
expected 
to he summoned 
by 
Ar- 
htickle's attorneys. 
The court could give alm ost imme­ 
diate decision, it was indicated.

T hat u had act of external violation 
was the most probable cause of In­ 
jury which resulted in Miss Kappe’s 
death.

Consolidation W ould Reduce Rates 
Reduction in railroad rates and a 
general rehabilitation of transporta­ 
tion lines in the country would result 
from the consolidation of

road systems tentatively proposed by 
the interstate commerce commission 
today, experts of the commission be­ 
lieve. 
A huge saving in operating exjenses 
of many roads can be made by such a 
plan, commission officials believe.

Gravel Surfacing: Placing of a 
suitable surface material on the top 
of the road bed. 
Gravel on clay and 
clay-gravel on sand. 


A nder item num ber one: Two jobs 
are under way at the present time. 
Job 2105, length six and one-half miles 
from the end of the paving on 13th 
street south. 
This job employs twen- 
ty-ttve teams and thirty men. 
A eul-' 
vert ten feet by six feet is being built 
under the supervision ot Mr. Claus- 
suii who employs three men. 


Job lh:22 from the end of the pav­ 
ing on Ouk street, east four miles.) 
Fifty men and about thirty teams are 
employed on this project. 
The cul­ 
vert contractor building the monolith­ 
ic culverts has a crew of seven men. 
Under item number two; The con­ 
crete road between Crosby and Deer- 
wood now employs thirty-one men, 
four teams and four trucks. 
This 
project is three und three-tenths miles 
in length.

The maintenance of roads which 
come under the supervision of Crow 
Wing county is employing fifty-five 
men with teams. 
While these last 
named men only work part of their 
time on the roads they are all resi­ 


dents of Crow Wing county and live 
on the roads that they maintain. 
The commissioners of Crow Wing 
county are progressive and are care­ 
ful to see that money used on road 
work is well spent so that the people 
not only get the benefit of%good roads 
but that local labor as much as pos­ 
sible is used in the building of them.

W ashington, Sept, 
28,—Practically 
every rock and coral reef tfi th® P a ­ 
cific Ocean is involved in the forth­ 
coming W ashington conference on lim ­ 
itation of arm am ents and F ar E astern 
affairs. 
The much-discussed question 
is not so much a question of the ocean 
itself as the innum erable large and 
small islands dotting it. 
It may eas­ 
ily be a question of life or death tor 
the interested powers. 


It was not until a generation ago 
that the great powers perceived the 
immense value of the Pacific islands, 
the National Geography Society de­ 
clared in a com prehensive review of 
the Pacific ancle of the conference 
made public today. 
"If modern fleets had to he operated 
6.000 miles from home w ithout fuel 
buses, or if cables had to span such 
distances under w ater without relay 
stations, offensive naval w arfare end 
telegraphic com m unications over wires 
would be practically impossible,” the 
survey stated. 
"The great powers of 
the Vorld woke up to this fact in 
earnest about a generation ago and be 
gan taking over island bases and sta 
lions in the Pacific that had previously 
seemed of little more signiflcance than 
stages for exotic dances and cannibal 
feasts. 
Before this, islands and the 
lands bordering the world's greatest 
ocean had been acquired chiefly with 
the idea of exploiting their products, 
and only the larger areas were con 
sidered im portant. 
With the realiza­ 
tion of the valuable parts that naval 
basts and relay stations might play 
in the future, there developed a keen 
interest in even the tiniest rocks and 
# 
coral rings. 
* 
"A* landlords of the domains that 
bound ilk® vast bowl of the Pacific now 
sit three great vitally interested pow­ 
ers —the United States, Great Britain 
and Japan. 
In addition there are four 
nations hardly less interested—China 
Russia, Holland and France. 
Among 
those countries whose interests are by 
no means negligible are Mexico, Chile 
and the other west coast Latin-Amer 
lean states. 
Spain and Germany have 
passed from the Pacific; but in pass 
lug each has accentuated the problem s 
of the United States. 
“W hat may be called the ‘stakes’ of 
the various countries whose lands hem 
in the Pacific vary greatly on a basis 
of their coast lines. The United States 
leads in miles of frontage on the Pa 
ciflc with more than 4,000 miles, count 
ing both the sweep of the Aleutian 
Islands aud the part of Alaska above 
them. 
The Philippines add a direct 
frontage of about 1,000 miles more 
on the other side of the g reat ocean 
Asiatic Russia is second with ap 
proximately 3,500 miles from Behring 
Strait to Chosen (Korea), counting the 
coast line of the sea of Okhotsk, com 
parable in size to our own Gulf of 
Mexico. 
“Across tho southw estern corner of 
the Padfic, British territory stretches 
from Dutch New Guinea to New Zea 
land, a distance of about 3JiOG miles 
but with a break of over 1,000 miles 
between A ustralia and New1 Zealand 
In a way, however, A ustralia may fair 
ly be considered entirely 
a 
Pacific 
land, giving Great Britain by far the 
greatest coast line. 
The continent 
has for protection a coast line of ap­ 
proximately 8,000 miles, easily reach­ 
ed b r fleets from the Pacific, and it 
m atters little from a naval point of 
view that half the w ater that bathes 
this long shore line is called the In ­ 
dian Ocean. 
Canada 
adds 
approxi­ 
mately 500 m iles to British Pacific 
coast lines. 
“The islands that constitute Japan 
stretch from near the tip of Kamchat- 
* 
ka to the southern point of Taiwan 
(Form osa), and thus have a frontage 
on the Pacific of about 2,700 miles. 
The coast line of Japan is much great­ 
er, however, due to the western front­ 
age on the Sea of Okhotsk, the Sea of 
Japan, and the Yellow and Eastern 
Seas. 
“Screened 
by the 
Philippines and 
the British possessions in northern 
Borneo, the Dutch possessions have a 
direct frontage on the Pacific of only 
about 1,000 miles; but their total coast 
line, counting that on the Indian Oce­ 
an, is many times that figure. China’s 
coast line, too. is screened by Japan. 
It am ounts to 
about 
2,000 
mil£s. 
French Indo China, behind the Philip­ 
pines, has a coast line of about 1,000 
miles on the China Sea. 
“On the eastern side of the Pacific 
Mexico has a coast line of more than 
2,000 miles, w hile that of Chile is more 
than 2.500 miles. 
The aggregate P a­ 
cific coast line ot the rem aining Latin- 
American countries am ounts to about 
3,500 miles. 
“But it is the small scattered Is­ 
lands controlled by these bordering 
patinas 
constitute the crux of the 


Pacific problem.’ 
Practically all the 
islands in the Pacific proper are un­ 
der the control 
of 
G reat 
Britain, 
France, the United States and Japan. 
All of the French and most of the 
British holdings are situated south of 
the equator, leaving the United States 
and Japan in close competition above 
that line. 
Guam is practically su r­ 
rounded by newly acquired Japanese 
Islands, formerly owned by Germany; 
and Japanese lands skirt the Philip­ 
pines on three sides. 
The 
United 
States is not a large holder of Paci­ 
fic islands, hut it owns 
the 
group 
which Is by far tho most im portant 
stat tegically—Hawaii.”

CONTROL OF PACIFIC OCEAN 


CABLES AND MODERN FLEETS MAKE PROBLEM OF CONTROL 
ONE OF NATIONAL LIFE OR DEATH

(By United Press) 


Washington, Sept. 2$.—Practically 
every rock and coral reef in the Fa­ 
cile Ocean is involved in the forth­ 
coming Washington conference on lim­ 
itation of armaments and Far Eastern 
affairs. 
The much-discussed question 
is not so much a question of the ocean 
itself as the innumerable large and 
small islands dotting it. 
It may eas­ 
ily be a question of life or death for 
the interested powers. 


It was not until a generation ago 
that the great powers perceived the 
immense value of the Pacific islands, 
the National Geography Society de­ 
clared in a comprehensive review of 
the Pacific angle of the conference 
made public today. 
“If modern fleets had to be operated 
6,000 miles from home without fuel 
buses, or if cables had to span such 
distances under water without relay 
stations, offensive naval warfare m d 
telegraphic communications over wires 
would be practically impossible," the 
survey stated. 
"The great powers of 
the tvorld woke up to this fact in 
earnest about a generation ago and be­ 
gan taking over island bases and sta­ 
tions in the Pacific that had previously 
seemed of little more significance than 
stages for exotic dances and cannibal 
feasts. 
Before this, islands and the 
lands bordering the world’s greatest 
ocean had been acquired chiefly with 
the idea of exploiting their products, 
and only the larger areas were con­ 
sidered important. 
With the realiza­ 
tion of ti e valuable parts that naval 
bases and relay stations might play 
in the future, there developed a keen 
interest in even the tiniest rocks and 
coral rings. 
_ 
“As landlords of the domains that 
bound tike vast bowl of the Pacific now 
sit three great vitally interested pow­ 
ers—the United States, Great Britain 
and Japan. In addition there are four 
nations hardly less interested—China, 
Russia, Holland and France. 
Among 
those countries whose interests are by 
no means negligible are Mexico, Chile 
and the other west coast Latin-Amer- 
ican states, ttpuin and Germany have 
passed from the Pacific; but in pass­ 
ing each lias accentuated the problems 
of the United States. 
“ What may be called the ‘stakes* of 
tile various countries whose lands hem 
in the Pacific vary greatly on a basis 
of their coast lines. The United States 
leads in miles of frontage on the Pa­ 
cific with more than 4,000 miles, count 
ing both the sweep of the Aleutian 
Islands and the part of Alaska above 
them. 
The Philippines add a direct 
frontage of about 1,000 miles more 
on the other side of the great ocean 
Asiatic Russia is second with ap­ 
proximately 3,500 miles from Behring 
Strait to Chosen ( Korea), counting the 
coast line of the sea of Okhotsk, com 
parable in size to our own Gulf of 
Mexico. 
•‘Across the southwestern corner of 
the Pacific, British territory stretches 
from Dutch New Guinea to New Zea­ 
land, a distance of about 3^*00 miles 
but with a break of over 1,000 miles 
between Australia and New Zealand 
In a way. however, Australia may fair­ 
ly be considered entirely 
a 
Pacific 
land, giving Great Britain by far the 
greatest coast line. 
The continent 
has for protection a coast line of ap­ 
proximately 8,000 miles, easily reach 
ed by fleets from the Pacific, and it 
matters little from a naval point of 
view that half the water that bathes 
this long shore line is called the In 
dlan Ocean. 
Canada adds approx! 
mutely 500 tulles to British Pacific 
coast lines. 
“The island*! that constitute Japan 
stretch from near the tip of Kamchat-j 
ka to the southern point of Taiwan 
(Formosa), and thus have a frontage 
on the Pacific of about 2,700 miles. 
The coast line of Japan is much great­ 
er, however, due to the western front­ 
age on the Sea of Okhotsk, the Sea of 
Japan, and the Yellow’ and Eastern 
Seas. 
“Screened by the Philippines and 
the British possessions in northern 
Borneo, the Dutch possessions have a 
direct frontage on the Pacific of only 
about 1,000 miles; but their total coast 
line, counting that on the Indian Oce­ 
an, is many times that figure. China’s 
coast line, too, is screened by-Japan. 
It amounts to 
about 
2,000 
mills. 
French Indo China, behind the Philip­ 
pines. has a coast line of about 1,000 
miles on the China Sea. 
“On the eastern side of the Pacific 
Mexico has a coast line of more than 
2,000 miles, while that of Chile is more 
than 2.500 miles 
The aggregate Pa­ 
cific coast line of the remaining Latin- 
American countries amounts to about 
3,500 miles. 
“But it is the small scattered is­ 
land* controlled by these bordering 
Ration* 
constitute the crux of the 


Pacific' problem.’ 
Practically all the 
islands in the Pacific proper are un­ 
der the control 
of 
Great 
Britain, 
France, the United States and Japan. 
All of the French and most of the 
British holdings are situated south of 
the equator, leaving the United States 
and Japan in close competition above 
that line. 
Guam is practically sur­ 
rounded by newly acquired Japanese 
islands, formerly owned by Germany; 
and Japanese lands skirt the Philip­ 
pines on three sides, 
The 
United 
States is not a large holder of Paci­ 
fic islands, but it owns 
the 
group 
which is by far the most important 
startegically—Hawaii."

GENERAL REVENUE 


TAX IS OMITTED 


T his year, for the first time in its 
sixty-three years of statehood, Minne­ 
sota will omit the regular annual in­ 
fliction of a tax for general revenue 
purposes. 
Announcem ent of the suspension of 
the tax was made today by It. P. 
Chase, State Auditor, coincident with 
the certification of the 1921 State Tax 
Levy to the various county auditors. 
The levy is on the valuation of the 
present year aud is collectable in 1922. 
The state tax rate for 1921, bused 
wholly on statutory requirem ents, and 
over which the state auditor has no 
control whatever, Is 4.23 
mills, 
as 
against 8.1 mills, the figure in 1919 
and 5.42 mills the rate for 1920. P rac­ 
tically it is a cut of nearly one half 
the 1919 levy. 
F u rth er it is the low­ 
est state tax levy In recent years. 
To what extent the taxpayers of 
Minnesota will profit from the tempo­ 
rary abandonm ent of the tax for gen­ 
eral revenue purposes as announced 
by Mr. Chase can he best judged from 
the fact that the Infliction of the rev­ 
enue tax realized the slate $4,086,535.- 
68 in 1917, $1,781,991.14 In 1918, $6,- 
236,907.60 in 1919 and $1,067,419.42 in 
1920.
